the appropriation for the site and build­ 
ing at Omaha, Neb., to 82,000,000.

W a s h in g to n , Jan. 28.—Mr. Hoar pre­ 
sented the resolutions adopted at a mass 
meeting held recently in Tremont Tem­ 
ple, Boston, on the subject of the cruel 
deprivation of colored people of the right 
to take part in elections in some of the 
Southern States, read the substance of 
them, and had them referred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
The House spent the entire afternoon 
on a bill for the erection of three United 
States penitentiaries for the confinement 
of United States prisoners and passed 
the bill. A motion to reconsider was en­ 
tered, but without action upon this mo­ 
tion the House adjourned. 
The bill as passed authorizes the con­ 
struction of three penitentiaries for the 
confinement of United States prisoners, 
one to be located north of thirty-ninth 
degree of latitude, one to be located 
south of that line and one to be located 
west of the Rocky mountains.

Majority Decide on rn Program for 
Transacting Bos In ©ss. 
W a s h in g to n . Jan. 28.—The Repub­ 
lican House caucus was In session last 
night for several hours. Mr. Henderson 
of Hlinois presided. Speaker Reed ex­ 
plained In detail the proposed changes 
In the rules and answered all inquiries 
propounded by the members. It was de­ 
cided not to report them to the House for 
some time yet. It was finally determined 
to take up the election case of Smith vs. 
Jackson from West Virginia, and debate 
It for two days, the fullest discussion to 
be allowed. This will give time to se­ 
cure the attendance of Republican ab­ 
sentees. It 13 expected that a quorum 
will be present at the end of the debate. 
Should the Democratic minority resort to 
filibustering the majority will stand firm 
nntil its end is accomplished. It is hoped 
to have a quorum of Republicans present 
on Wednesday, and thus prevent the mi­ 
nority from filibustering to prevent con­ 
sideration of this election case. The ab­ 
sentees have been telegraphed for. The 
caucus adjourned at ll o'clock. 
Speaker Reed gave to the press a full 
statement of the proceedings. First 
Mr. Rowell introduced a resolution call­ 
ing on all Republican members to be on 
hand Wednesday and the day following. 
The proposed changes In rules will then 
be discussed. The object is to do away 
with all dilitory motions and filibuster­ 
ing tactics. They also provide a pro­ 
gram for the transaction of business, 
and that a quorum of the committee of 
the whole shall be IOO. Anderson, of 
Kansas, fought the change In rules. 
Cheadle, of Indiana, did likewise, but 
announced his Intention of holding with 
his party. The question of when the 
rules shall be reported to the House has 
not been decided, but the Speaker said 
that the rules were not necessary for the 
consideration of election cases.

for the new bill, and such sections as 
are acceptable to all of the competing 
cities were arranged in a preliminary 
manner to form the rough draft of the 
subcommittee’s bill.

THIRTY DROWNED. 


The Loch Moldart Goes Ashore and Many 
Sailors Perish. 
L o n d o n , Jan. 28.—Tho British ship 
Loch Moidart, Cant 
Andrew, from 
Plsagua Nov. 2 for Hamburg, is ashore 
at Callantsoog, Holland, Thirty o f her 
crew were washed overboard after she 
struck and all perished. 
The British ship Janet Cowan, Capt. 
Livingston, before reported having re­ 
turned to Plymouth In distress, lost a 
number of sails when off the Isle of 
Wight last Thursday. Five of her crew 
were lost. Although tho ship was al­ 
most dismasted the remainder of the 
crew succeeded in navigating her to 
Plymouth.

George H. Pendleton, late United States 
minister to Germany, sailed from Dart­ 
mouth for New York yesterday, but was 
compelled to return, owing to stress of 
weather.

T H E G REAT M ASQUERADE. 


I n d ia n a po l is, Ind., Jan. 28.—Passen­ 
ger train No. I on the Monon route, 
which left Chicago Sunday night at 
11:55, was wrecked at 7:30 o’clock Mon­ 
day morning one mile above Carmel, a 
village sixteen miles north of this city. 
The train was running at a rapid rate 
and was approaching the long trestle 
across Wilkerson creek when the tender 
jumped tho track. The engineer re­ 
versed his engine, but before the air­ 
brakes could check tho speed of tho 
train tho locomotive and baggage-car 
had cleared the trestle. 
Tho sleeper and smoking-coach went 
over into the creek, both taking fire al­ 
most Immediately and being consumed 
in a remarkably short time. 
Those who escaped uninjured busied 
themselves in taking tho dead and in­ 
jured from the wreck, but before this 
could be accomplished the heat of tho 
burning cars became so intense that they 
had to withdraw. 
The list of the dead is as follows: 
Mrs. NELLIE EUBANK of Broad Ripple, 
Ind.. burned to death. 38 years old.

The News From Chicago* 
Ch ica g o, 
Jan. 28.—News of the 
frightful accident was received at the 
general offices of the “Monon” in Chi­ 
cago soon after the calamity occurred* 
It was learned through the private dis­ 
patches received by the general superin­ 
tended that five people met death in the 
wreck and that three were seriously In­ 
jured, though not fatally, and that eight 
others had received many cuts and 
bruises. 
M. E. Ingalls, president of tho “Big 
Four,” who was reported to be amOng 
tho injured, was not on the train. The 
conductor of the train was W. C. Angel, 
and the general superintendent thinks 
that tho similarity of the names was 
the occasion of the report that Mr. In­ 
galls ifhs hurt. Conductor Angel was 
seriously injured, but he was able to sit 
up in a couch that was prepared for him 
In one of the cars that did not leave the 
track and send a full report of the acci­ 
dent. 
Conductor Angel, in his account of tho 
affair, says he left Chicago with hl9 train 
and no mishap was met with until with­ 
in fifteen miles of Indianapolis, near Car­ 
mel station. At this point a rail broke 
and the tender left the track. The train 
was climbing a trestle-work leading to a 
small bridge crossing a creek, and when 
the tender toppled over the embankment 
it pulled the baggage-car, two coaches, 
and a sleeper from tho rails, and they fell 
In a heap in the ditch. 
The stoves in the cars were knocked 
from their fastenings by the fall, and 
the red hot coals were thrown In all dl 
rectlons. Soon the wreck was In flames 
and tho injured were making frantic 
efforts to crawl out of reach of the fire. 
Thoso who wero not hurt worked 
heroically to extinguish the flames, hut 
the sleeping car was almost entirely con­ 
sumed before sufficient water could be 
carried from the creek. 
Those who were burned to death were 
pinioned under the wreck by several 
heavy timbers and could not be released 
before tho flames reached them. 
The 
unknown man who perished was roasted 
to death before the eyes of the trainmen 
and passengers who escaped. 
He wa9 
caught under a wheel of one of the 
coaches that crashed through the car 
when it turned completely over, and the 
flesh of his limbs was badly torn when 
he was dragged from the debris. 
He 
made an effort to give his name, but he 
expired before he could say a word. 
Mr. Woodard, superintendent of the 
Indianapolis division, Traffic Manager 
W. H. McDowell, and Dr. Davis, chief 
surgeon of the road, hastened to the 
scene of the accident on a special train 
as soon as the news reached Indianapo­ 
lis, and everything that was possible 
was done to alleviate the sufferings of 
the wounded. 
The remains of the dead were sent to 
Indianapolis.

How to Sea th e Wind. 
Take a polished metal serface of two 
feet or more, with a straight edge; a 
large handsaw will answer the purpose, 
Take a windy day for the experiment; 
whether hot or cold, clear or cloudy; 
only let it not be in murky, rainy 
weather. Hold your metallic surface 
at right angles to the direction of the 
wind—i. e., if the wind Is north hold 
your surface cast and west, but instead 
of holding it vertical incline it about 
42 degrees to the horizon, so that tho 
wind, striking, glances and flows over 
the edge, as the water flows over a 
dam. Now sight carefully along the 
edge some minutes at a sharply defined 
object, and you will see the wind pour­ 
ing over tho edge in graceful curves. 
Make your observations carefully and 
you will hardly ever fail in tho experi­ 
ment; the results are even better if the 
sun is obscured.

“Feeling and romanco and 
subtle, intangible senses in a mountai­ 
neer? They are as Insensate, as Incapa­ 
ble of such, as that bowlder there.” 
Could I havo politely said that tho 
speaker was blind—was dispossessed of 
that fine, sympathetic Insight necessary 
to the full appreciation and understand­ 
ing of tho things he enumerated, wher­ 
ever they exist? 
The child of the wild wilderness could 
be nothing else than an anomaly. That 
curious animal known as the human be­ 
ing is but an odd creature at best—with 
mind attuned and in a manner adjusted 
by culture or sophistication. Without a 
solitary traco of such, or the rudiment­ 
ary parts of that thing known tangibly 
to some as education, he must prove in­ 
teresting at least. 
Ethically, such is tho southern moun­ 
taineer. As he lives now in the great 
smoky mountains, so his father and his 
father's father lived before him, gener­ 
ations back into the days of “Nolichucky 
Jack and his yelling devils of the moun­ 
tains.” 
lf some keen ethnologist, with the ac­ 
curacy and unfailing tests of a chemist 
or a physician, were to mako an analysis 
of this untutored half-brother of ours, 
who is less savage in proportion than 
some of us like to think, what a sur 
pryingly indissoluble, mystifying con­ 
glomerate ho would find It to be.

M anufacture. 
The Board of Trade Journal of Port­ 
land, Maine, is authority for the state­ 
ment that about 6,000 tons of terra alba 
were recently imported through the port 
of New York alone. Tho only use for 
terra alba in any quantity is in the adul­ 
teration of candies, says the National 
Druggist; and whon theso two facts are 
put together they become very signifi­ 
cant. The substance is mineral, utterly 
insoluble in the saliva or the gastric 
juice, and the result of cating candies so 
adulterated can not bo otherwise than 
excessively injurious. Tho devilishness 
of tho uso of such stuff In candies is all 
tho greater for the fact that most of the 
candles that are adulterated with it are 
used by children of tender years. 
Tho extent to which it exists in certain 
candies may bo surmised by an incident 
which occurred within the experience of 
the editor of the National Druggist. A 
wholesale grocery house of St. Louis 
made a claim against tho South Shore 
line for damage done a certain lot of 
lozenges manufactured by a Boston house 
and shipped in barrels ovor that line. 
The general agent of the line procured 
some of tho “lozenges”and brought them 
to the writer for examination. The re­ 
sult of our investigation showed them to 
consist entirely of terra alba, bound to­ 
gether with a little gelatin or gum (we 
have forgotten which). Further Investi­ 
gation developed the fact that they were 
simply blocks or forms to be used in the 
preparation 
of cheap 
lozenges, the 
method of use being simply to immerse 
them for a few moments in sirups flav­ 
ored with peppermint, wintergreen, etc. 
Tho agent, armed with these facts, re­ 
fused to pay any damages, and the con­ 
cern, rather than risk the exposure in­ 
cident upon a lawsuit, dropped the 
claim.

he is as poverty-stricken as 
and beasts of his native woods. 
These 
have home and raiment—a hollow tree, 
a nest, a furry hide, or a feathered coat 
—and ho a cabin, a tiny clearing, 
a few household materials of bumble 
make, and his brown or bluo jeans suit 
of clothes. But what little he has is at 
your disposal. His hospitality is tra 
dltional, and it comes from his heart, 
pure and simple; it constitutes, I am in­ 
clined to think, the better part of his 
religion. 
To continuo the characteristics of the 
mountaineer will be to study an oddly 
contrasting number of idiosyncrasies. 
He will drink, gets drunk often and 
counts it no dishonor. As for that, it 
might be said that he regards no action 
which he takes anyhow or anywhere as 
such, unless he commit some depradation 
or imposition, or give an unprovoked in­ 
sult while “dancing drunk,” when it is 
excusable by tacit law. 
Mountain etiquet is the finest etiquet 
In the world. It consists of sincere 
politeness undreamed of in the society 
world. Instances: You travel half a 
day with a mountaineer, toiling up steep 
mountain paths or ascending precarious [ 
declivities; he carries a jug of whisky or 
molasses, or a heavy rifle; you ask him 
repeatedly to let you take it,and as often 
he refuses. Why? Because you area 
stranger in the mountains,you are unused 
to climbing—you are his guest and yon 
must not be burdened. The mountaineer 
is untutored, I say, and some have called 
him savage, but the fundamental hnman 
trait of selfishness has little preponder­ 
ance in his simple logic. 
The house he lives in is generally a 
two-roomed structure of logs, with a 
lean-to kitchen of pine poles. Here the 
family hearthstone Is. The structure 
may be IOO years old. Over the door 
hangs a rifle—perhaps a lengthy, flint- 
locked affair, time-honored, but service­ 
able still. This rifle is the greatest in­ 
stitution known to the mountaineer and 
his family, and I would like to speak cx- 
tendedly of it. It is looked up to by 
the younger members of the family with 
a sort of undefined awe. 
I once tried to purchase one of these 
weapons, which was quite as ancient, to 
the best of my knowledge, and fully as 
conservative, as the hills themselves. It 
was an enormous gun: the barrel was

Jan. *8. — Ex-Lieut-Gov. 
William Bross, one of the largest stock* 
holders in the Chicago Tribune and pres­ 
ident of that company, died at 10:30 
o’clock Monday night after an illness of 
five days. He was TO years old and had 
been a sufferer from diabetes during the 
last ten years, all of which time he had 
fought tho disease with a firmness that 
characterized his life-long efforts. 
William Bross, ex-Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of Illinois, was born near Port Jer­ 
vis, N. Y., Nov. 4, 1813. When he was 
5 years old his parents removed to Mil­ 
ford, Pa., and there he grew to manhood 
and received his academic education. 
He graduated from Williams College in 
1838. 
Ile came to Chicago May 12, 1848, and 
began his business career here by selling 
books. Then, in connection with the 
Rev. J. A. Wight, he published the 
Prairie Herald. In September, 1852, 
William Bross’ and John L. Scripps 
founded the Democratic Press. Two 
years later, when the Republican party 
was organized, the “Deacon” warmly 
espoused its faith, and has been a Re­ 
publican since that time. 
During the war he was active in the 
Republican cause. Ho assisted in rais­ 
ing the Twenty-ninth regiment, colored 
troops, which was commanded by his 
brother, John A. Bross, who was killed 
at Petersburg, July IO, 1864. “Deaeon’: 
Bross' services for the Union will he long 
and gratefully remembered. It was he 
who discovered and thwarted the robe. 
conspiracy to sack and barn Chicago 
and release the prisoners at Camp Doug­ 
las. In 1864 his patriotic services were 
recognized by his election to the office 
of Lieutenant-Governor. 
He was married in 1839 to the onl J 
daughter of Dr. John T. Jansen of Gosh­ 
en, N. Y. Only one of their eight child­ 
ren now survive. This is Mrs. Henrj 
D. Lloyd, whose husband is a well­ 
known newspaper writer. 
There aro several things which will 
perpetuate the fame and labors of “Dea­ 
con” William Bross. 
His signature ai 
presiding officer of the Illinois State 
Senate appears on two immortal docu­ 
ments. 
These are the amendment tc 
the constitution abolishing human slav­ 
ery, submitted to the States for ap­ 
proval of Congress in 1865, and the re­ 
peal of the infamous black laws. 
HU 
name is associated with that of Lincoln, 
who v%s his warm personal friend. 
Mf. Bross has long been associated 
with Mr. Medill on the Chicago Tribune 
and was ono of its ohief editorial writer! 
for many years._______
